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The Ustrich Industry. 

Four years and a half ago, when Dr. 
Sketchley established his first ostric’ 
farm near Anaheim, people hereabouts 
were disposed to look upon it a8 a very 
interesting, and even a somewhat comi- 
cal experiment. The high-kickers were 
visited and written up by any number 
of newépaper scribes, and the farm was 
overrun with visitors to such an extent 
that the proprietors were at last obliged 
to charge an admission fee, in self- 
dGetense. The ostriches, their eggs, 
their early ineffectual « fforts to incubate, 
their eubsequent success, and finally the 
young chicks, and the feathers, were 
ali objects of intense curios- 
ity in turn. An editor who 
visited the place dined on ostrich- 
egg omelette, and wrote of it copiously. 
The shells of eggs not used for incuba- 
tion were in great request, and some 
scores of them sti!] ormament the win- 
dows of drug stores in thisaity. Thus 


far public interest is extended. But as | 


to the sober, practical problem of rais- 
ing ostrishes for featners and profit, 
that was a matter in which there was 
little concern, and Dr. Sketchiey and 
his associates were leit to work out 
their own salvation in their own way. 
To the fact that they were imbued with 
the knowledge, perseverance and pus- 
sessed of means to work it out satisfac- 
torily, California is indebted for another 
industry added to her already long list. 
If Dr. Sketchley were not satisfied of 


the feasibility of ostrich rearing here, 


and assured also as to its profitableness, 
he would not at this day invest an addi- 
tional sum of $75,000 to $100,000 in 
the business. 


If it is thus feasible with Dr. Sketeh- 


ley, may it not be equally so with 
others, and may we not lock forward to 
ostrich farming as a diversified industry 
of Southern California in the future? 
It is stated that, a little over eleven 
“years ago, this branch of husbandry 


was began in the Cape Colony, South 
Africa. The present exportation of 
feathers from that country to the United 


States amounts to about $6,000,000 


annually, and this is only something 
over half the total feather product of 
So highly isthe industry 
prized by the Cape Town government: 
that an export duty of $500 has been 
placed on each bird to prevent their

It has been practically demonstrated 


the fruit, and we have a market, but to 
bring the two tugetber it must be properly 
bandied, as I consider the picking aud 
king of oranges the most ersential 
actor to the financial success in orange 
culture, Sol feel greatly honored that 
our management has requested me to 
write for you on a subject so important. 
Our present and usual system of pack- 
ing is all wrong. Our great object seems 
to be to get all the oranges we have, with- 
out regard keeping condition or 
quality, huddled into boxes together at 
hightping speed, packed, forwarded and 
rushed, throughout the whole process, 
and then wipe the perspiration from our 
brows and say, **There, itfonly cost me 35 
cents per box for material and labor in 
shipping these oranges. 
fhen we get our retarne from our con- 
signee, we feel we have been wrongly used 
by him, because our goods have rotted 
and he cannot pay us, as we had expected, 
or; if on consignment, our returos are 
barely enough to pay packing and pick- 
ing, cheap as we have had it done. 
While I do not wieh it to be understood 
that all packers adopt this suicidal course, 
I do koow that this is the manner, at least, 
in whieh balf conduct their business; and 
a year ago the proportion of poor packers 
was much larger than to-day. 
Packing, theoretically, is a very easy 
and pretty occupation; the golden fruit 
should be picked from the trees by care- 
ful hands, the stems closely cut, the fruit 
placed carefully in shallow boxes, where 
it should be allowed to sweat, then cooled, 
and the matural heat of the orange re- 
moved, carefully sorted, placed in otber 
shallow boxes, in a cool room, there to re- 
main four to six days; then carefully 
packed and wrapped iu paper, stenciled 
and forwarded. A box of oranges packed 
and handled in this way, woald, I am sat- 
isfied, remain in perfect condition for at 
least two months; and, if we remember 
our experience in sending afew boxes to 
friends, or putting a few oranges in 
friend’s trunk for a long 
satisfactory reports we have had, as to 
their keeping quality. 
We will also remember that there 
presents have been bandied in practically 
the same manner. There is in this, as in 
other things in life, often a wide differ- 
ence between theory and practice, but I 
feel sure that we can so near approach 
our theory of handling oranges as to 
gain the most essential points, and, in 
the end, the same resalts. Picking and 
packing that is practicable with our 
present labor system, and the large 
quantity of fruit we have to move so 
rapidiy (some sing growers being 
obliged to ship over 60,000 oranges a nv 
to dispose of their crop in the shippi 
season), should, ia my opinion, be 
in the following manner: The picking 
should alweys be ne when the fruit is 
and freefrom dew, fog or moistcre 
of any kind. Ia a a the Titus ladder 
should be used. This useful invention 
allows the picker to pick rapidly, and by 

ropping the oranges in the fuannel- 
shaped bag at the top, bringing them into 
a basket lined with canvas, on the ground, 
with so little force, that I have knowa of 
anu egg being dropped through the same 
canvas, nearly ten feet, without breaking. 
Asitis not always feasible to use these 
ladders, sach methods should be used as 
to give the orange the least amount of 
handling.
